One of our religious newspapers gives this inte- 
resting account of the famous Abbey of Port Royal: 
“The other day we had the curiosity to go to see 
what remains of the old Port Royal. There is 
nothing but ruins. One sees at first a line of walls 
which indicates what space the old abbey occupied, 
two pillars’ foundations, a cross in the centre of a 
burying-ground, and a walnut-tree which from time 
immemorial has been called Pascal’s walnut-tree. 
On the very site where the sanctuary stood in the 
olden time a small hall has been built, which is 
greatly venerated by the faithful. It contains the 
portraits of the leading persons who illustrated 
Port Royal, authentic letters bearing their signa- 
ture, and some pictures, among others that of their 
condemnation, in which the celebrated religious 
sisters make quite a mortified figure. It contains, 
too, a plan in relief of the whole abbey in the days 
of its splendor. We did not expect to see, when 
we started to visit these ruins, that which chance 
showed us, namely, three living Jansenists praying 
at the foot of a cross surrounded in old times by 
immense trees (this spot was called by the inha- 
bitants of Port Royal ‘the solitude’). The man, I 
know not wherefore, had taken off his frock-coat 
and vest, and one of the women her bonnet and 
shawl. All three of them devoutly sang psalms. 
I am told the number of pilgrims who visit Port 
Royal to pray is some 1200 or 1500 persons annu- 
ally.” Another newspaper quotes this paragraph, 
and adds: “ These remnants of a declining heresy 
are said to have still their unknown priests and 
secret ceremonies, although ostensibly they prac- 
tise the ceremonies of the Catholic church. It is 
asserted some of these Jansenists are to be found 
in the parishes of St. Etienne du Mont, St. Medard, 
St. Severin, and the Sisters of Charity who attend 
one or two of the Paris hospitals were some years 
since said to belong to Jansenius’ sect. A short 
distance from the ruins of the abbey there still 
stands an edifice which is said to have been used 
as a college for the pupils of Port Royal. Pascal’s 
and Racine’s chambers are shown there, cold and 
tidy cells which smell mouldy.”” The greater num- 
ber of Jansenists are to be found in Holland, where 
nearly every Roman Catholic holds Jansenius’ 
teachings as true. 

M. Sainte-Beuve has just published, in the “ Re- 
vue des Deux Mondes,’’ an article on the late M. 
J. J. Ampére, which is the subject of conversation 
in a great many drawing-rooms. It is curious, but 
is thought very severe. M. Sainte-Beuve shows 
him deeply in love with Mlle. Clementine Cuvier, 
stifling his love because it would have prevented 
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| him from travelling, allowing her to be affianced to 
M. Duparquet, almost heart-broken by her sudden 
| death, and exhibiting, sobbing, casts of her arms 
and hands. Next an adorer at Mme. Récamier’s 
feet, and after her death platonically in love with 
somebody else. M. Sainte-Beuve speaks of M. Am. 
| pére’s method as “ mule’s-back literature” (you 
| know what a traveller he was), and sums hig

Still, while declining 
all public dinners, he accepts most cheerfully invi- 
tations to dine with his friends, and in Rome he is 
often to be met with at the tables of prominent 
Italians and resident Americans, where his winning 
manners and agreeable conversation render him the 
soul of the company.
